Here's a very prophetic 
statement gleaned from Gary's in- 
terview.

the business of this country will be 
confronted with new conditions. The 
purchasing power of the world will 
have been greatly reduced. Foreign 
countries who nre now buying our 
products, because 
compelled, 
will 


withdraw their patronage in a lanre 
measure. Other nonproducing conn- 
tries will find their 
financial 
re- 


sourcVs and credits lessoned. More 
than this, foreign producers, in great 
need, will -trive more diligently than 
ever to smiplv the countries that are 
finpncia'ly able to pay and :it price?
